Demons  Win  Three  -  Lose  One 


The  Demons  have  won  three  of 
their  first  four  games  of  the  1957 
football  season  by  defeating 
Stephen  F.  Austin  20-7  in  Shreve- 
port,  McNeese  State  College  23- 
20  in  Natchitoches,  and  Louisiana 
College  25-7  in  Pineville.  Their 
one  defeat  came  from  powerful 
Lamar  Tech  in  Natchitoches, 
when  the  Cardinals  of  Beaumont 
came  out  on  the  big  end  of  a  20- 
10  score. 

Against  Stephen  F.  Austin  the 
Demons  rolled  250  yards  on  the 
ground  and  completed  two  pass- 
es for  32  yards.  The  Lumberjacks 
collected  175  yards  on  the  ground 
and  23  via  the  aerial  route.  Hen- 
nigan,  Tolar  and  Hale  made  the 
touchdowns  for  N.S.C.  and  Brun- 
ing  kicked  the  extra  point. 

The  Cardinals'  big  line  held  the 
Demons  to  126  yards  rushing 
while  making  210  themselves. 
Bruning  kicked  a  field  goal  and 
also  made  the  extra  point  when 
Charlie  Johnson  blocked  a  Lamar 
punt  on  their  30  and  Kemp  Gor- 
don recovered  and  ran  it  over. 

McNeese  and  the  Demons  bat- 
tled on  even  terms  throughout 
the  game.  With  the  score  tied  at 
20-20  and  32  seconds  left  to  play, 
Jim  Bruning  kicked  a  23-yard 
field  goal  to  wrap  it  up,  23-20. 

The  Wildcats  of  Louisiana  Col- 
lege lived  up  to  their  name  in 
the  first  half  with  a  7-7  dead- 
lock. The  Demons  rolled  for 
three  more  touchdowns  in  the 
last  half  and  ended  the  game  on 
top  of  a  25-7  score. 

The  Demons  have  an  open  date 
this  week  and  will  meet  the  Lou- 
isiana Tech  Bulldogs  in  Shreve- 
port  at  the  State  Fair  on  Octo- 
ber  19.
